WASHINGTON, — An al-; 
most complete end to large 
shipments of household goods 
to any area outside the United 
States for Army personnel 
going to government-owned or 
controlled quarters was fore- 
cast by the office of the Deputy 
Chief of Staff for Logistics 
this week. 

The program is a long range one 
which will not be completed for 
the next five or more years, a 
spokesman said, But it will begin 
to operate late this fall or early 
next year. 

First area to be affected will be 
Alaska. An Army statement says: 

“Procurement (of additional 
items of furniture) has been ef- 
fected to satisfy requirements in 
Alaska, Caribbean, Hawaii, and 
Ryukyus areas and Fort Churchill, 
Manitoba, Canada. Deliveries to 
these areas are scheduled for the 
remainder of 1955 and early 1956.” 

The DepLog announcement is 
the first indication that quarters in 
Hawaii and Okinawa will be fur- 
nished. The Army had previously 
said that Alaskan and Caribbean 
area quarters would be.

A SPOKESMAN said that the 
program could not be exterided— 
at this time—to France, Italy or 
other areas where there ‘are any 
number of Army troops, since 
there are no government owned or 
controlled quarters there.

G yroscope’ Highlights 





HAMILTON AFB, Calif. — Sixty miles “beyond the point of 
no return,” the pilot of a C-124 Globemaster airplane carrying 79 
paratroopers of the 187th Abn RCT enroute here from Japan was 
faced with the chilling realization that his plane might have to 
ditch. ‘ 

Two of his four engines went out about 850 miles from the 
California coast-line, and with fuel consumption increased alarm- 
ingly as the remaining two engines took the overload, all airfields 
in the San 
were alerted. 

Capt. Theodore S. Roosevelt, a distant cousin of two presidents, 
the plane’s pilot, ordered his crew and passengers te prepare to 
ditch and instructed them to jettison all non-essential gear to 
lighten the plane which still had six hours of flying time ahead of 
it. As the crippled giant lumbered at low altitude toward the 
coast the troopers’ minds were diverted as they ditched everything 
but their rifles, strapped themselves into their seats and their Mae 
West life jackets. 

Agonizing hours later, the two engines running on “fumes” 
and with a scant 15 minutes gas supply remaining in the tanks, the 
C-124 set down here at Hamilton AFB, 30 miles north of San Fran- 
cisco. Her passengers, one officer said, “looked very very shaken — 
and very thankful.” Seme, he said, were “pretty green.” 

Capt. Roosevelt’s comment: he never could have made it if 
his crew and the troopers hadn’t followed his orders. The Air Force 
promptly gave him the Distinguished Flying Cross.

fer WAS a lot of sniping on the House Floor last week, 
yet it soon developed there was more smoke than fie. 
When the chips were down, the House overwhelmingly en- 
dorsed the survivor benefits bill so painstakingly developed 
by its Hardy committee in cooperation with Defense and 
other agencies. 

Now the Senate Finance committee and the Senate have 
the bill. Only a few days remain before the first session of 
the 84th Congress ends, but it would be almost tragic if the 
bill did not clear the Senate during that period, to go into ef- 
fect on Jan. 1, 1956. 

For if the bill does not pass this session, we will continue 
to see the spectacle of survivors of some service personnel 
trying to live on a pittance while others receive much more 
than the man himself earned. Of survivors of Reservists 
killed in “peacetime” getting much more than survivors of 
Regulars or Guardsmen. Of some widows without other 
means getting as little as $70 a month, while less close, non- 
dependent relatives of others get $92.90 or more. 

Two objections were raised against the bill. One is so 
ridiculous and the other has so little real basis that the fact 
that objectors had nothing better to complain about shows 
how good the bill is. 

The first, of course, is the old bugbear that putting the 
military under social security is the entering wedge to mak- 
ing social security the sole source of income of all retired 
government people and their dependents. The fact that pri- 
vate business is busily providing new private pension systems 
to operate in conjunction with social security, the fact that 
Congress is even now working on increases in retired pay of 
civilian employees and has just put new funds into the retire- 
ment fund, show how unlikely this fear is. Congress is not 
going to make social security the sole source of retired pay 
unless an overwhelming majority of the people affected want 
it. 
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The second objection was that Veterans Administration 
compensation to survivors is now going to be based, to a de- 
gree, on rank and service. 

There was a great deal of breast-beating over the fact 
that a senior officer’s widow was going to get more than a 
new recruit’s widow. Now it’s fine to talk about equality, par- 
ticularly equality at the grave, but the fact remains that what 
lifetime habit has made a minimum standard of living for one 
person, is luxury—or penury—for another. The widow of the 
recruit is still going to get as much or more each month than 
she and her husband had to spend during his life. The widow 
of the admiral or general is still going to get much less than 
she and her husband were accustomed to in life. 

And considering expected lifetimes, the E-1’s. widow is 
going to get more in total payments than the O-8’s. Chair- 
man Hardy of the committee which drafted the bill gave 
these figures: A 20-year-old widow of an E-1 who did not re- 
marry would receive a total of $81,628 over her life expectan- 
cy of 55.84 years. The 55-year-old widow of an O-8 would 
receive $71,961 if she lived the expected 24.78 years. 

But, say the opponents, if this very argument is sound, 
ethis recognition of standards of living and total payments 
ya down in war, when sons of bank presidents may 

They've got a point! But not a strong one. For the son of 
the bank president is likely to have made provision, inde- 

ndently of possible government aid, for his éurvivors. 

oreover, this legislation is for the next few years. If war 
should come, and it proves inadequate, the necessary correc- 
tions can be made to meet the conditions of the time. And, 
finally, — law certainly makes no provision for mainte- 
nance of accustomed standards of the wealthy, 

To repeat, the weak objections raised to the bill are evi- 
dence that it is a good bill. It should become law just as soon 
as possible. 
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‘Forecast: Dim’ 


CAMP DRUM, N. Y.— After 
reading your editorial in the July 
2 issue of Army Times, I cannot 
refrain from taking exception to 
much of the context. Your highly 
pro-Army attitude in this instance 
has surpassed reason. 

The first emphatic point of 
your editorial concerns the “enor- 
mous reduction in ground troops.” 
You intimate with the expression 
“shadow divisions” that the man- 
power reduction was of major pro- 
portions. 

I fail to visualize a 12 percent 
change as drastic enough to create 
“shadow” military establishments. 
That adjective is more applicable 
when you can refer to a substan- 
tially larger reduction—not 12 per- 
cent. 

Furthermore, in view of the 
fact that the Marines and Navy will 
remain essentially static and the 
Air Force is slated for a man- 
power increase, our everall mili- 
tary might is not impaired by any 
143,000 man cut in the Army. 

I must agree with your second 
point that the Reserve Program is 
in a shambles at this moment. The 
important factor here; however, is 
that a program be devised which is 
of use primarily to the interests of 
the nation and not neces$Sarily to 
the interests of the Army alone as 
implied in your editorial: 

The third point of exception I 
must take concerns the resigna- 
tions of Adm. Robert Carney and 
Gen. Matthew Ridgway. Adm. Car- 
ney’s rather indiscreet prediction 
of war with Red China in mid-April 
of 1955 points out a rather dis- 
turbing lack of diplomacy which is 
essential for a man in his position. 
Gen. Ridgway’s differences with 
the ‘administration and President 
Eisenhower poses the question of 
whether he (Gen. Ridgway) or the 
President is in the best position to 
to evaluate the balance of military 
strength versus world conditions. 
I must certainly prefer the wisdom 
of Mr. Eisenhower who appears to 
be in a somewhat superior position 
to interpret this balance than Gen. 
Ridgway. 

Furthermore, I hardly believe 
that Adm. Carney and Gen. Ridg- 





«, balance. The crisis lies not in the 








loss of these men, but is manifested 
in finding men with sufficient 
ability. 

This takes me into the fourth 
exception I maintain on your edi- 
torial. You certainly don’t offer 
much hope for incoming Chief of 
Staff Gen. Maxwell Taylor. It’s a 
somewhat unrealistic approach to 
believe that the civilian adminis- 
trators are primed to emasculate 
Gen, Taylor because he represents 
the Department of the Army. I 
have enough confidence in the 
government to believe that the 
national interests are their primary 
considerations and not whether 
their actions are “adverse to the 
interests of the surface forces.” 

Army policies should be tem- 
pered by administrative goals in- 
stead of by military goals. The 
administration leads the country— 
not the Army. 

I concur with your criticism con- 
cerning Robert T. Stevens. You 
stated the situation very aptly. I 
do hope that Wilbur Brucker will 
develop into a more plausible Sec- 
retary of the Army.

This historical inaccuracy is one 
of the two main aspects of Gen. 
Smith’s book about which I am 
concerned. It is hard indeed to 
accept arguments based upon his- 
torical analysis, when so many of 
the supposed historical facts are 
demonstrably wrong. 

My other concern is that this 
book does not, apparently, attempt 
rto appeal to logic, but rather to 
emotion. No soldier can fail to 
appreciate that the most important 
single element of American mili- 
tary strength today is airpower; 
just as the phalanx was the most 
important single element in the 
military strength of Alexander the 
Great. 

No soldier today, however, can 
accept (as Gen. Smith would have 
us accept) that ground armies are 
unnecessary, that airpower can do 
everything. Just as Alexander won 
victories with a proper proportion 
of a variety of forces, so too recent 
events have proven that we can 
win victories, or avoid defeat, only 
with properly proportioned modern 
orees. 

Until Gen. Smith can find some 
better argument than the obsoles- 
cence of Clausewitzian doctrine 
(with which I do not believe he is 
very familiar), I cannot accept his 
unsupported, emotionally charged 
reasoning—against the cold lessons 
of recent and past history, or 
against the sound analysis of an- 
other airman: Air Marshal Sir John 
Slessor. I recommend, in fact, that 
Mr. Virden read Slessor’s article in 
Foreign Affairs for October 1954, 
or his excellent book, “Strategy for 


the West.”

KOREA.—The Army states that 

it is concerned about the large 
number of resignations and non- 
reenlistments, yet it continues not 
to be concerned about its person- 
nel stationed in unfavorable lo- 
cales like Korea. 
It keeps them there for a pe- 
riod of 16 months away from their 
families thus demoralizing its 
members as they serve alongside 
and observe the shorter tours and 
better living conditions of the 
members of the sister services 
namely, the Air Force and the 
Navy. A tour for the airmen is 
only 12 and that for the seamen a 
mere eight months. 

How long can such inequality go 
on among services which are sup- 
posedly unified? How long will 
they ignore the pleas of the chap- 
lains who state that marital prob- 
lems are at an all time high, 
especially so after the 10th month. 
How long can the Army ignore the 
professional opinions of its doctors 
who state that a soldier’s health is 
seriously jeopardized, mentally 
and physically, if he is kept here 
longer than 12 months? 

The following certificate must 
be obtained by every soldier be- 
fore he is permitted to depart from 
Korea for a seven-day rest and re- 
cuperation leave in Japan. “I here- 
by certify that the following en- 
listed man has been physically 
inspected by me, this date, as pre- 
scribed in paragraph 4 and 5, SR 
615-90-1, is found to be free from 
lice, free from evidence of venereal 


from any other significant com- 
municable disease, and is medi- 
cally cleared for R & leave in 
Japan.” This certainly indicates 
that the environment in Korea is 
extremely unhealthy. 
We now have. a new Army 
Chief of Staff, Gen. Maxwell D. 
Taylor, who has served in Korea 
ad therefore knows how unfavor- 
able a station Korea is. I am full 
of hope that he will use his author- 
ity to shorten the Army tour, to 
bring it in line with that of ‘the 
other services.

Realism Keynotes Special 
Mortar Course at Benning 


FORT BENNING, Ga.—Camou- 
flaged enemy gun emplacements, 
troops behind hills or machine gun 
nests pose no problems to gradu- 
ates of the Army’s only specialized 
mortar course which is taught at 
the Infantry School. 


Realism and practical work are 
keynotes in the 4.2 inch heavy mor- 
tar course which prepares future 
mortar company officers to use and 
direct the fire of the potent weapon 
with deadly accuraey. 

Much of the six-week training 
is based on experience gained in 
Korea with many of the instructors 
combat-skilled mortar officers. In- 
struction in the 4.2 has been con- 
ducted at the Infantry School for 
two years. 

“The course is designed so 
graduates will know any officer’s 
job in a mortar company whether 
it is commander, gunnery or recon- 
naissance officer,” said Maj. Stan- 
ley W. Selander, 4.2 sub-committee 
chairman in the Weapons Depart- 
ment and a Korean veteran.

THE CLASSES consist of ap- 
proximately 45 students, who 
spend 276 hours studying and prac- 
ticing all phases of the 4.2.

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Reservists Should Be Sold 
Philosophy of ‘Team Spirit’

WASHINGTON.—“Remember your regiment and follow your officers,” the immortal 


words of Capt. Charles A. May, 2d Dragoons (now the 2d Armd. Cav.) typifies the spirit 
that has made the American Army what it has been in war time. 


This same spirit must be sold to 
men joining the Ready Reserve of 
the Army. To some extent even 


the active duty Army of today has 
gotten away from this type of 
thinking. It must return if the 
Army is going to motivate the Re- 
servists into a “voluntary spirit” 
of participation in the Reserve. 

The remark of Capt. May came 
May 9, 1846, when an American 
Army of 2500 defeated a Mexican 
army of 6000° and chased them out 
of Texas. 

The spirit uf the remark, “Re- 
member your regiment,” has been 
partially met by the Army in the 
new policy of assigning returning 
Reservists to an organization. 

This policy can be amended so 
as to give the man his choice of 
regiment regardless of his geogra- 
phic location. He could take his 
weekly training with any unit, but 
for his 15-day summer training he 
would return home and train with 
the regiment of his choice. Thus, 
“once a lst Infantryman, always a 
1st Infantryman.”

THAT SOME of this thinking is 
going on in high Pentagon circles 
is a reality. 

For example, recently Gen. 
James M. Gavin said “a permanent, 
but flexible, framework for salvag- 
ing and preserving Old Army spirit 
during time of war as well as in 
peace is a device we shall refer to 
here as the traditional regiment. 

“The Infantry, Cavalry, and Ar- 
tillery can all trace the lineage of 
their old regiments. 

“It is extremely difficult to mo 
bilize a wartime army and spread 
the traditions of the regiments to 
fit it, so long as the regiment re- 
mains fixed in size as a tactical 
unit . . . It should become a re- 
pository of tradition and spirit, 
with an indefinite number of mem- 
ber battalions, some in the Regular 
Army, and some in the Army Re- 
serve. Each regiment should be 
the embodiment of its total lineage, 
and all the battle honors and tra- 
ditional symbols should be incor- 
porated into it.” 

Within the framework of Gavin’s 
remarks is contained the secret to

Hope for Cole Bill 


AGGRESSIVE action by the Re- 
tired Officers Association in behalf 
of the Rep. Sterling Cole (R., N. Y.)

The bill proposes to pay one-half 
of one month’s pay for each year 
of service up to ten years of active 
duty.

PIOs Hurt by ROPA 


ELIMINATION of active duty 
Reserve officers on the basis of 
age, as called for by ROPA, strikes 
a body blow at the Army public 
information setup. 

Mostly PIOs on duty in the field 
are experienced newspapermen 
who hold Reserve status. Natural- 
ly many are somewhat old in years 
—but also in experience. They will 
be difficult to replace. 

SR 140-5-3 sets up a career field 
for Reserve public information offi- 
cers. They are commissioned as 
staff specialists. When ordered to 
active duty, however, they are de- 
tailed to a branch of the active 
duty Army for the period of active 
duty. The staff specialist branch 
of the Army Reserve is adminis- 
tered by the Adjutant General of 
the Army. 

Of course, the Army’s Public In- 
formation School at Fort Slocum is 
doing a fine job of turning out 
“classroom” trained officers and 
men for this type of assignment. 
But it takes actual experience to 
make good PIOs.

Veto for NRP? 


IF THE SENATE’S version of a 

National Reserve Plan is what is 
actually offered as the final meas- 
ure, look for a possible President! \ 
veto. 
Defense officials are well in- 
formed as to the difference between 
a manpower pool and a trained Re- 
serve. Odds are strictly against 
the voluntary Reserve concept be- 
ing workable. 

Regardless of what tool is finally 
given to the services, the Army will 
have to tackle a difficult situation. 

Generally speaking, Reserve drill 
centers do not compare with Na- 
tional Guard facilities. To make 
a man feel that he belongs to a 
unit he must take part in training 
where he can feel the material. 
Classroom studies are not adequate 
for this purpose. 

The Army made great strides in 
1954 to this end. But much more 
remains to be done, 

Only the best active duty person- 


nel, normally expected to complete 
the usual amount of time for an 


| assignment. should be assigned to 


civilian component duty. 

Regulations call for this for them 
for the advisor staffs. They are 
silent on the chiefs of military dis- 
tricts. 

Instructors assigned to civilian 
component duty are given a one 
week orientation course in tech- 
niques for presenting courses. 

The course is given at the Com- 
mand and General Staff College, 
Fort Leavenworth, Kans. The 
course should be broadened to in- 
clude the field of public relations,

Vets ‘Safe’ 
From Draft | 


WASHINGTON. — Some  dis- 
chargees planning to take medical 
or dental courses under the Korea 
GI Bill this fall are in doubt as td' 
whether the doctor-dentist draft 
will catch them when they obtain 
their proféssional degrees. 

As the ages within which doctors 
and dentists can be inducted ex- 
tend far beyond the normal 26-year 
limit, the prospective M.D. or 
D.D.S. who has just finished a two- 
year hitch in the Regular Army, 
asks will I be inducted all over 
again when I become a “doc?” 
The answer from the current 
law—even if Congress extends it 
again two years from now—is that 
he is practically “safe” from any 
further recall. 

After his two years of active 
duty he has a Reserve obligation 
of six years, to fulfill his total 
eight-year service obligation. Three 
years of the six may be served in 
a Ready Reserve component, while 
he is attending the medical or den- 
tal school, and the remaining three 
‘|years served in the Standby (in- 
active) Reserve. 

Assuming a four-year medical 
or dental course, by graduation 
time he will more than have com- 
pleted his active Reserve obliga- 
tion.

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Reserve Showdown Centers 
On Who'll Man the ‘Ready’

WASHINGTON. — The Admin- 
istration was fighting this week to 
keep Ready Reserve obligations 
tied onto many men now in service. 

The National Reserve bill as it 
passed the Senate would release 
all men now in service from the 
eight-year military obligation, but 
apply it to future servicemen. 

As passed by the House of Rep- 
resentatives, the bill would con- 
tinue the eight-year obligation for 
every one except those with servy- 
ice during the period of Korea — 
before July 27, 1953. 

Senate and House members this 
week were patching the two dif- 
fering bills into a single measure 
that both Houses could agree to. 

It was in this conference that 
the administration was fighting to 
keep the present obligations on all 
except Korea-period men. 

The obligation sought is active- 
duty service and Ready Reserve 
service totaling five years, with 
three more years in Standby.

THE ADMINISTRATION argued 
that men finishing one tour in the 
Regulars and then getting out will 
add greatly to the effectiveness of 
the Ready Reserve. 

Sponsors of the Senate bill ad- 
mit these men would be good for 
the Reserve, but they say it is un- 
fair to tag for compulsory Reserve 
service people who have served in 
the Regulars — while those who 
didn’t go to the Regulars are not 
compelled to join the Reserve. 

The Senators would offer men 
coming out of the Regulars a bo- 
nus — two months’ pay — to join 
the Ready Reserve combat units 
of Army and Marine Corps only.

FS grecnerypr to most people who have never been there, is a 
land of mountains, snow, Eskimos, and vast areas of 


wilderness. 


All of these things are there, but the snow 


is not as bad as you might expect; most military people 


living there will never see an 
Eskimo; and the mountains and 
the wilderness turn out to be 
among the most delightful things 
about the country. 


Climate 


It is true that the temperatures 
reach extreme lows—50 degrees 


below zero is not unusual during ~- 


the deep winter months — but, 
generally, the weather is much 
milder than most people expect. 
At Fort Greeley, where the Army 
has its Arctic Indoctrination 
School, the weather is like that 
of upstate New York, except for 
occasional cold spells. Extremes 
of 60 degrees below zero have 
been recorded there, and in the 
summer it has reached 99 de- 
grees above, but the average is 
seven degrees below in the winter 
and 57 above in the summer. 
The most unusual thing is the 
daylight, which lasts 20 to 22 
hours a day in the summer, and 
only two to four hours in winter. 

In the panhandle, the coastal 
strip which extends south along 
the Chugach, St. Elias, and Coast 
mountain ranges from Anchor- 
age to Ketchikan the weather is 
about the same as in the Tacoma- 
Seattle area of Washington. 
Farther north, of course, it gets 
colder. Navy personnel and the 
Army handful stationed at Point 
Barrow are inside the Arctic 
Cirele, and are faced with true 
North Pole climate. Those on 
the Aleutian Islands must con- 
tend with fog and high, bitter 
winds, as well as frigid weather. 

Phy , Alaska is a rugged, 
sparsely populated country one- 
fifth the size of the United States, 
or twice as big as Texas. It has 
more coastline than has the en- 
tire United States, and every 
kind of terrain. The highest 
mountain in North America, 
Mount McKinley, and one of the 
world’s greatest rivers, the Yu- 
kon, are in Alaska. 


Its Defense Role 


Strategically, Alaska is prob- 
ably America’s most important 
piece of real estate. At the nar- 
rowest point in the Bering Strait, 
Alaska is only 55 miles from 
easternmost Russia, and the most 
direct air routes between some 
of the world’s major cities cross 
Alaska. Peiping, for example, is 
1,000 miles cleser to Washington 
by way of Alaska than by any 
other route. 

For this reason, the Air. Force 
has more troops in Alaska than 
the other services, and the the- 
ater commander is an Air Force 
general; but the Army and the 
Navy are also well represented. 

Alaska, in fact, has grown up 
with the Army; the local com- 
munications are still run by the 
Army Signal Corps, and many 
of the roads were built by Army 
Engineers.

automobile. The Alaska Highway, 
which connects Alaska with 
northwestern Canada, was built 
during World War Il by UV. S. 
Army Engineers, who continue 
to improve the Alaskan leg of 
it, while the Canadian govern- 
ment is constantly improving its 
own long segment. The highway 
is open all year round. In the 
wintertime, it is a trip for an 
adventurer, but in the summer, 
it is one of America’s great sight- 
seeing experiences. 


The highway actually starts at 
Dawsen Creek, British Columbia, 
and goes 1,527 miles to Fair- 
banks, passing through Fort 
Greeley, at Big Delta, at »Mile- 
post 1428. The road is gravel, 
and, while it goes through moun- 
tain country, it winds around so 
there are no really steep grades. 
Scattered along at 20- to 30-mile 
intervals are stores and gas sta- 
tions or roadhouses, harking back 
to the days of horses and stage. 
The accommodations are usually 
rough but clean and comfort- 
able. 

Many people recommend driv- 
ing if you are going to Alaska. 
It is not the rough chore it was 
shortly after World War IU, 
since the highway has been im- 
proved, and trackers are rolling 
over it constantly. If you decide 
to drive, get a booklet entitled 
“The — Guide to the 
Land of ‘Northern Lights,” 
published by the Alaska High- 


ter of hours. You will land at 
Elmendorf AFB, Anchorage, if 
you are stationed on the main- 
land. The Fleet Logistic Air 
Wing services the island outposts. 
From the port, the trip is finished 
either by train or automobile. 


Housing 


Housing is a major problem in 
Alaska, although it is steadily 
improving. There is not enough 
government housing to go 
around, and housing in the ci- 
vilian community is scarce, ex- 
pensive, and frequently not good. 

There is an ambitious building 
program going on, botl civilian 
and military, that promises to 
solve the problem some day, but 
housing is still tight. What gov- 
ernment quarters there are are 
good — two-story houses - with 
three bedrooms and full base- 
ment are found at Fort Richard- 
son. 

Many of the military live in 
their own trailers. Every mili- 
tary post has a trailer park— 
Fort Greeley has two, one with 
steam heat for every trailer— 
and the facilities are good. Many 
people pull trailers up from the 
States over the Alaska Highway, 
others ship them by water, and 
still others buy them there. If 
you are brave enough to pull one 
over the highway, it’s a good in- 
vestment to do so, because you 
can always sell it in Alaska when 
you leave. 


Household Goods 


Whatever you do, you will 
want to make certain of your 
household goods. Government 
quarters are sparsely furnished, 
in the military tradition. You 
can get along, but you'll be much 
more comfortable with your own 
pots and pans, dishes, living 
room furniture, and, by all means, 
your own beds. Off-post quarters 
are inadequately furnished, if a 
all. The electricity is standard 
60-cycle, 110-volt, AC, as in the 
States. Alaska is one of the very 
few overseas stations where you 
can use your television set. You'll 
need a washing machine—auto- 
matic is all right in Alaska—and, 
because the summers are dusty 
and the winters frigid, you can 
make excellent use of an auto- 
matic dryer. 


‘Clothing 


Take what clothing you would 
wear if you lived in Maine or 
upstate New York. Women will 
want all their evening clothes, 
because there is something about 
living in the bush that makes 
people want to dress up when- 
ever they can. There is a good 
deal of entertaining -at all the 
installations, and it is not un- 
usual for people at Eilson and 
Ladd AFB’s, in Fairbanks, to 
visit back and forth with the 
Army folk at Fort Greeley a hun- 
dred miles away. In such cases, 
the visitors dress in clothes suit- 
able for the road and pack their 
evening clothes in a bag, and 
the host provides a dressing room 
when they get to the party. 

You will need sturdy clothes 
for the Alaskan winters, but 
don’t go overboard. Don’t load 
up on fancy ski clothes, for in- 
stance, because they are imprac- 
tical; they are not really warm 
enough. 

A couple of years ago, there 
was some discussion of issuing 
GI parkas to the dependents of 
military men in Alaska. Nothing 
came of it, but the women have 
settled the matter in their own 
way. Almost all the wives wear 
the outer half of their husbands’ 
parkas. The issue parka is a 
two-piece job designed for wear 
in bitter cold. Since the man 
seldom needs the outer shell, it 
comes in handy for his wife. The 
parkas aren’t pretty, but they 
are practical and cheap, and they 
are accepted in Alaskan military 
society. The Alaskan Eskimos 
and Indians make beautiful 
parkas and boots, but these are 
inordinately expensive, as are 
all other native handicrafts. You 
will want to bring something 
back from Alaska—a parka, muk- 
luks, or carved ivory pieces—but 
shop carefully for -it. 


Food 


In fact, all shopping on the 
local market is expensive. Alaska 
is a huge and thinly settled coun- 
try, there are few roads and 
fewer railroads, and almost every- 
thing has to be shipped in. Nat- 
urally, the consumer pays the 
freight. 

The commissaries are excel- 
lent, and the prices reasonable. 
“Airborne” eggs and green vege- 
tables come rather high, but 


vysboat” eggs are only slightly 


higher in Alaska than they are 
in the States. -Milk comes from 
the States in paper cartons, fro- 
zen solid. Meats, too, arrive 


frozen stiff. Generally, you can 
expect that everything will be 
from a little higher to a lot 
higher than it is in the States. 


Bring Your Car 


Your automobile is a must in 
Alaska. There are only about 
three thousand miles of road in 
the entire country, but there is 
no other means of transporta- 
tion except airplane, and if you 
don’t have a car you are confined 
to your station. 

You can drive your car there 
or ship it by water. The port 
will provide whatever special in- 
structions are necessary, but it 
is wise to have the car waxed 
well—including the chrome—he- 
fore it is shipped; otherwise, the 
salt air will play havoc with the 
finish. 

Alaska is hard on cars, but the 
stories of how much extra equip- 
ment is necessary are generally 
just stories. Good service is 
available for all standard makes 
of automobile in Anchorage, 
Fairbanks, and other reasonably 
large towns, and there is always 
some mechanical near-genius in 
a motor pool, whom you can hire 
for some extra-curricular tinker- 
ing. 

It is wise, however, to outfit 
your car with heavy-duty tires 
(six-ply), because nearly all 
Alaskan roads are gravel, and 
the stones chew tires pretty bad- 
ly. An extra spare tire and 
wheel is a good investment, too. 
Truckers hauling over the Alas- 
ka Highway believe that pure 
rubber tires hold up better in 
the cold than synthetic ones. 

Many people have found it 
prudent to have the bottom of 
their gas tank padded either 
with rubber or metal as a pro- 
tection against flying stones, 
which through constant hammer- 
ing can pound a hole in the tank. 
Batteries should be fresh before 
leaving the United States, be- 
cause the cold winters are hard 
on them. If you get quarters 
without a garage, it is wise to 
carry your battery in the house 
every night to keep it from freez- 
ing. 

The Canadians swear by the 
“head-bolt heater,” a gimmick 
which operates from 110-volt cur- 
rent and which will keep the en- 
gine warm when the car is 
parked in your garage or drive- 
way. It is a good thing to have, 
and it can be bought reasonably 
in most northern United States 
cities. 

Motoring in Alaska is an ex- 
perience in good manners. No 
driver will pass a car that is 
stopped on the road. Such a cus- 
tom can be embarrassing in a 
country where gasoline stations 
are far apart and plumbing. is 
scarce, but it has saved the life 
of many a motorist whose car 
has broken down in the back 
country. 


Medical Facilities 


With care and wise dressing 
during the winter months, the 
cold won’t bother you, and the 
outdoor life is good for the en- 
tire family. It is cold but dry, 
and most people stay healthy. If 
needed, medical care is taken 
care of by local dispensaries, by 
the station hospital at Ladd AFB 
and by the general hospital at 
Anchorage. Generally, the med-

IR James Barrie, author of 

“Peter Pan,” is also famous 
for a great address on courage.

Although it was my first of 
three all - night stints with 
H.AS.P., there was little doubt 
in my mind this assignment 
would prove to be as interesting 
as the nights I had once pulled 
as a police reporter. 

I was riding with Army M/Sgt. 
Francis W. Ryder, a H.A.S.P. 
patrol supervisor and veteran of 


17 years of military police work, 
when the call came through.

RYDER, I was soon to find out, 
is not only a competent man, but 
an exceptional judge of human 
nature: There is hardly a story 
he has not heard, yet he is al- 
ways ready to lend an ear to 


even a new version of an old 
excuse. 

With little more than a glance, 
Ryder turned the sedan from the 
direction of Waikiki and headed 
for downtown Honolulu. 

“You know,” Ryder said, “this 
is a payday night and several 
ships are in. What generally hap- 
pens is this: A small percentage 
of the boys hit the beach with 
the idea of stressing what is com- 
monly known as a good time. 

“It gets late, the sidewalks are 
rolled up and that’s when our 
business literally picks up. Our 
primary job entails just one thing 
—preventing servicemen from 
getting into trouble, rather than 
apprehending them after .they 
have committed an offense.

The Hawaiian Armed Services 
Police is an excellent example 
of the practicability of all four 
branches of the armed forces— 
Army, Navy, Air Force and 
Marine Corps—working together 
in unity for a common purpose. 
The motto for H.A.S.P. is “Serv- 
ice for the Service.” 

Formed in 1948, H.A.S.P. was 
the first of a long list of armed 
services police detachments now 
spread throughout the nation. 
Sgt. Ryder was one of the men 
instrumental in making the 
Hawaiian detachment a reality 
and when the armed services 
police was formed in Washing- 
ton, D. C., Ryder helped set up 
its operation.

THE HAWAIIAN UNIT has a 
mutual cooperative agreement 


with the Honolulu Police Depart- 
ment as well as the backing of 
the Armed Forces Disciplinary 
Board. Cooperation and a close 
working relationship between 
H.A.S.R. and the H.P.D. serves 
as further proof the military 
services and civil authorities can 
work together in harmony. Any 
time - service personnel tangle 
with the civil authorities, 
H.A.S.P. assists in the investiga- 
tion and apprehension of the of- 
fender, . 

In its embryo stage, H.A.S.P. 
earried only nightsticks and 
patrolled either on foot or in the 
sidecar of a H.P.D. motorcycle. 

This is‘a far ery from today’s 
organization. Located in the Old 
Naval Station directly across 
from the Coast Guard Station, 


H.A.S.P. has its own barracks, 
mess hall, garage, and headquar- 
ters. Recreation and reading 
facilities and their own barber 
shop are also located in their liv- 
ing quarters. Vehicles include 
sedans, police wagons, an ambu- 
lance, and motorcycles, each 
serving its own particular pur- 


pose. 

H.A.S.P. is commanded by Lt. 
Col. Harold M. Bowman Jr., 
Army Corps of Military Police; 
Cdr. Glenn E. Lyles, USN, deputy 
commander; and y Capt. 
Oscar J. Weilsle, administrative 
officer. 

There are eight officers and 158 
enlisted men presently assigned 
to the police unit. The roster 
includes 49 from the Navy, 62 
from the Army, 15 from the Air 
Foree, and 32 from the Marine 
Corps. In addition, the 524th 
MP Co. from Fort Shafter fur- 
nishes an eight-man detail each 
month.

AFTER OBSERVING the 
smooth operation of the. detach- 
ment, I asked Marine M/Sgt. 
Israel H. Hinitz, a patrol super- 
visor, whether the organization 
wasn’t patterned on a small scale 
after the Los Angeles Police De- 
partment and his answer was af- 
firmative. 

“Once a man is picked up, we 
place him in the “hold cell” until 
we can get around to processing 
him,” Hinitz said. “Processing 
includes the “shake-down,” a 
ritual in keeping with nearly 
every police department in the 
civilized world, checking his per- 
sonal gear, booking him, then 
placing him in confinement until 
he is either returned to his com- 


mand around 3 a.m. or held for 
civil: court in the morning. 

Hinitz went on to say that if 
a man committed no crime or 
act of violence, but instead has 
had a little too much liberty for 
his own good, H.A.S.P. ‘merely 
keeps him off the streets until 
he is safely and decently able 
to take care of himself. 

In my three days and nights 
with H.A.S.P., I saw men from 
all branches of the service come 
afoul of the game. However, not 
once was there either malice or 
prejudice shown any one of these 
men by any member of H.A.S.P. 
or the H.P.D.—it was all cut and 
dried police routine as one would 
expect. 

~ o + 

H.A.S.P. also has sub-stations 
on Oahu at Kaneohe and Wahiawa 
and the top of the wind swept 
Nuuanu Pali (mountain) is the 
dividing point between the Hono- 
lulu detachment and the wind- 
ward stations. 

Basically, there are four dis- 
tinct units functioning within the 
detachment. The Traffic Bureau 
Liaison in Honolulu, Pearl City, 
Kaneohe and Wahiawa; the 
Criminal and Accident Investi- 
gation Section; Detective Bureau 
Liaison, and general operations 
which includes motor and motor- 
cycle patrols and beat patrols. 

One thing was quite apparent 
in my short time with H.A.S.P.; 
Man for man, it is a well-trained 
efficient and smooth operating or- 
ganization. Its men have an im- 
portant job to do, and though it 
is often unpleasant, they will go 
along with any man who shows 
good faith and common, everyday . 
horse sense.

peng ARE, roughly, three basic styles of playing jazz 


on the tenor sax. 

The dominating style today 
might be called the Pres ap- 
proach. Although no one plays 
quite like Lester (Pres) Young, 
his different way of playing in- 
spired the relaxed “cool” style 
preferred by most tenor men to- 
day. Followers of Pres include 
Stan Getz, Zoot Sims, Al Cohn, 
the late Wardell Gray, Paul Qui- 
nichette, and Brew Moore, to 
name only a few. 


Another style of jazz tenor sax 
playing, and the dominant one in 
the thirties and early forties, was 
inspired by Coleman Hawkins. Al- 

“most every tenor man in- the 
swing era played, more or less, 
like the Hawk. Good examples 
of Hawk’s influence are the great 
Ben Webster, the late Herschel 
Evans, Vido Musso and Georgie 
Auld 

The third basic style, complete- 
ly different from the other two, 
may be described as Bud Free- 
man and Eddie Miller. Miller, 
now doing studio work on the 
West Coast, is best remembered 
for his work with the old Bob 
Crosby Bobcats. Freeman ig re- 
membered for his work with 
Eddie Condon groups, his own 
Summa Cum Laude band, and the 
swing bands of Tommy Dorsey 
and Benny Goodman. (Bud moved 
over from Dorsey to Goodman, 
along with drummer Davey 
Tough, when Gene Krupa left 
Benny to form his own band and 
Vido Musso went with Krupa.) 


All of which gets me around 
to the topic at hand, a new LP by 
Bud Freeman (Capitol H625). The 
frustrated actor is backed only by 
a rhythm section on this one and 
if it’s not Bud’s most exciting 
work it is nevertheless a good re- 
minder that a swinging tenor sax 
doesn’t have to either grunt and 
groan or play cool to raise goose 
pimples. 

Freeman’s style is something 
like what we now think of as a 
clarinet style. If you are unfa- 
miliar with Bud’s way of playing, 
just imagine he’s playing a clari- 
net. You should then: have no 
trouble getting with it. 

And if you are familiar with 
Bud’s style and happened to hear 
the band he had at the Hotel 
Sherman in Chicago over the ra- 
dio around 1941, you have an idea 
of what this LP sounds like. As 
was the case with his Hotel Sher- 
man group, Barnes is featured on 
guitar. 

Back in 41, Barnes was only 17 
or 18 but he was already nation- 
ally famous among musicians for 
his single-string solos. Like the 
other men on the Capitol record, 
Barnes is now leading New York 
studio musician. Others are drum- 
mer Don Lamond, pianist Dick 
Cary and bass man Jack Lesberg. 

Six of the eight tunes in the 
album are standards: Three Little 
Words, I Guess IT’ll Have to 
Change My Plan, Blue Moon, I 
Could Write a Book, Indian Sum- 
mer and Sweet Georgia Brown. 
Other two are a blues and a 
tricky Freeman original called 
Margo’s Seal. 

Liner notes on the album, writ- 
ten by another Bud Freeman, are 
amusing. Sample: 

. My name, too, is Bud Free- 
man, I have learned, on being 
introduced, ‘to sense that glow 
which illuminates people when 
they feel they are in the presence 
of the famous and the great. I 
know such incandescence is not 


meant for me. I douse the light 
by saying, ‘I am not the tenor 
man, I am the wrong Bud Free- 
man.’ I always say this apolo- 


getically because people seem to- 


think it my fault that I am not the 
right Bud Freeman. 

“Due to circumstances beyond 
my control I have speht a great 
deal of my adult life-in the vi- 
cinity of jazz musicians and other 
minority groups . . . I have been 
pushed on to bandstands, a saxo- 
phone stuck in my hands, while 
people enthusiastically clamor, 
‘Come on, Bud, blow!’ I have 
been dragged through cellars to 
inspect horns. I have been pur- 
sued by songwriters, reed sales- 
men, high school band leaders 
and, once, by a strange woman 
who wanted her son to play the 
saxophone .

Not the Atom

along in years, has made a ritual 
of reverently murmuring “the 
kids did it” at least three times 
a day. 

Composer Bruns is slightly 
stunned by the rapid rise of the 
Crockett ballad. It was just an- 
other assignment to the com- 
poser, who is one of Walt Dis- 
ney’s three musical directors. 

“We had a production confer- 
ence one day on the series of 
TV shows we were planning on 
Davy Crockett,” Bruns ‘recalls, 
“and Walt came up with the idea 
of using a song instead of.a nar- 
ration. So Tom Blackburn and 
I knocked out Davy. 

“It was a surprise all right,” 
he continued, “I had sort. of 
passed Davy off and I didn’t 
think too much about the song 
until the sound engineers who 
were working on the finished 
film began humming it around 
the lot.” 

Born in Portland, Ore., 41 
years ago, George has been part 
of the West Coast musical scene 
since 1937 when he was playing 
for name bands such as Jack 
Teagarden’s. A good musician, 
he specializes on the trombone 
but is proficient on every other 
instrument except the drums and 
clarinet. 

Currently he is busy on Dis- 
ney’s version of Jules Verne’s “A 
Trip to the Moon.” Aside from 
doing the background music, he 
has composed a song for ‘this 
film that he thinks might make 
it. 

“Tt’s kind of a takeoff on 
every Tin Pan Alley song ever 
written about the moon,” says 
Bruns.

Piano music for Children by 
Hindemith, Hovhaness, Satie, Sur- 
inach, and Toch.

There is much melody and 
rhythmic appeal in these modern 
piano pieces, which will be en- 
joyed most by imaginative chil- 
dren and their parents. 

They do not grate on adult 
ears. In fact, some pieces are 
quite charming. Children—es- 
pecially those of about three and 
eight—will probably like them 
best. Each piece stands as a sep- 
arate unit; there is little con- 
tinuity to the record. Perhaps 
for this reason, a child’s interest 
might be maintained while an 
adult could become restless or 
unsatisfied, since some of the 
pieces are quite slow. Children 
often like to daydream or make 
up stories to music, and the 
somewhat repetitive quality of 
the little compositions should 
help them along. The territory 
covered here is very similar to 
that encompassed by Bartok’s 
Mikrokosmos.

Chopin, Sonata No. 2 in B-Flat 
minor, Op. 35; Sonata No. 3 in B 
minor, Op. 58. Alexander Brail- 
owsky, piano. (12” RCA Victor 
LM-1866) $3.98. 


One side of this record is bril- 
liant. The other is somewhat 
pedestrian. Brailowsky gives a 
magnificent performance of So- 
nata No. 3, showing his sensitive 
feeling for Chopin. This sonata 
is not as well known as No. 2— 
which includes the famous Fu- 
neral March—but I like it better. 

As played by Brailowsky, there 
is a flowing legato and some 
genuine rubato in No. 3 that is 
completely missing from No. 2, 
where the pianist shows a ten- 
dency to rattle off the notes with 
complacent accuracy. The feel- 
ing of the music gets missed. This 
is particularly noticeable in the 
last movement of No. 2, where 
Brailowsky’s performance is so 
cursory that the mood of the 
music is lost, and the playing 
seems as much a finger exercise 
as an integral part of the sonata. 

Excellent technique has an im- 
portant place in playing Chopin 


.—it’s the essential starting point. 


After that come feeling and un- 
derstanding, which are shown in 
abundance only for Sonata No. 3.

HE FORGOTTEN LEADERS 

OF THE REVOLUTION, by 
Howard Swiggett; Doubleday 
NY, pages 274. Price $4. 


Few can name off-hand more 
than a half dozen of the men 
who made the United States a 
nation because of their part in 
the American Revolution. 

Yet there were scores, most 
of whose names have faded from 
all. save the more detailed his- 
tories. 

These forgotten men come alive 
on the pages of Historian Swigg- 
ett’s book. Some of them are 
a bit too lively. There is no ques- 
tion that Jeremiah Wadsworth 
made a pot of money out of his 
contracts to supply the Contin- 
ental Army with food and fodder, 
But he did supply Washington 
when and where he needed sup- 
plying. 

Contrary to the notion that the 
Continentals were practically 
starving, they were a well-fed 
outfit for the era. They were 
better fed than the British. The 
difference was Wadsworth. 

The author has done a fantastic 
amount of historical research be- 
fore putting this book together. 
Much of it in old family letters, 
some astonishingly revealing of 
the human side of the Revolution- 
ary leaders. His prose is not al- 
ways so readable as it might be, 
but the facts are there, even 
when they detract from the estab- 
lished reputations of the moving 
figures of that age ... for ex- 
ample, the surprising amount of 
wenching that went on between 
the Colonial Dames and the 
French Officers, and the Colonial 
brass hats, too. 

This is an interesting book. It 
takes a little time for some of 
Professor Swiggett’s stilted writ- 
ing to soak in but if you'll take 
your time and think about it 
you'll find something you did not 
know before on almost every 
page.

According to Fuchida and 
Okumiya, Yamamoto opposed the 
Japanese warlords right down to 
the opening gun, then chose. a 
sneak attack on Pearl Harbor 
as the only way to eliminate the 
U. S. Pacific fleet and assure a 
negotiated peace. He planned to 
argue for negotiations if Pearl 
Harbor and Midway had gone ac- 
cording to his ‘plan, the authors 
Say. 

The Japanese viewpoint per- 
sists in that Fuchida and 
Okumiya fail, despite obvious 
meticulous research and largely 
objective writing, to recognize 
Pearl Harbor as anything but 
honorable. 

Nevertheless, if one remem- 
bers Pearl Harbor while reading 
Midway, it casts valuable light 
on Japan’s role in one of the 
world’s great naval engagements. 
Midway is a valauble contribu- 
tion to the histories of World 
War II.

No face of this century is bet- 
ter known to the world than that 
of Sir Winston Churchill.

The pictures are not all flatter- 
ing. Some are far from it. The old 
politician has always been “a bit 
of a ham,” and some pictures 
catch him posing te insure that 
he would be remembered.

_nificent pictures which reveal the 


might and courage wrapped up in 
this man. 

One striking thing is the slim 
handsomeness of Churchill as a 
cadet at Sandhurst and as a 
young subaltern of the 4th 
Queen’s Own Hussars.

One picture was made in Lille 
on October 28, 1918, when Church- 
ill was witnessing the re-entry of 
the King of the Belgians into that 
liberated city.

How Canl??

® How can I make a paint 
cleaner? 

When cleaning painted sur- 
faces, mix common whiting . in 
warm water to the consistency of 
paste. Rub briskly with a piece 
of flannel and then wash in cold 
water. 





® How can I remove tangles 
from the hair? 

If the hair is very tangled, try 
rubbing the scalp well with al- 
cohol and the tangles will readily 
come out. 


® How can I make tart molds? 


Tart molds can be made over 
the backs of muffin tins. Make a 
syrup of sugar and water, drop 
fresh gooseberries in it, and cook 
for a few minutes. Fill the tarts 
and serve with whipped cream. 

® How can I save butter? 

By bringing %-cupful of good 
milk to a boil, then setting aside 
to cool. When just lukewarm, add 
%-pound of unmelted butter and 
beat with eggbeater until mixture 
is thick and creamy. Then put in 
refrigerator to harden. 

® How can I freshen rugs? 

After using the vacuum clean- 
er on the rugs, wipe them off 
with warm soap suds to which a 
little ammonia has been added. 
Then wipe off with a rag dipped 
in clear water. Let dry on the 
floor and the rugs will be fresh- 
ened. 


® How can I make the bed 
clothing stay in at the foot of the 
bed? 


Try dividing an old blanket in 
half and let half be under the 
mattress and the other half over 
the other covers just under the 
spread. It will hold the covers 
firmly. 


® How can I prevent spilling 
jelly when filling jars? 

Try using the gravy boat for 
filling jars with preserves and 
jelly. The long spout can be in- 
serted into almost any tumbler 
and will prevent spilling. 


© How can I keep olive oil in 
good condition? 

Do not keep olive oil in a cold 
place, because it is injured by 
freezing. Always keep in air- 
tight tins. 

® How can I clean marble? 

Take 2 parts of common soda, 
1 part of pumice stone, and 1 
part of powdered chalk. Sift it 
through a fine sieve and mix with 
cold water to a paste. Rub the 
marble thoroughly with this 
mixture and all stains will quick- 
ly disappear. Then rinse and 
wash with hot water and soap.

Servant Problem 


There are no house servants 
available; Alaska is a pioneer 
country with a small population, 
and there simply is no one to 
hire for housework. But Alaska 
is a clean place, except during 
the summer dust storms, and, 
since ne one has domestic help, 
no one seems to notice its ab- 
sence. 


Outdoor Sports 


For the sportsman, the coun- 
try is a paradise, and everybody 
seems to develop into an out- 
doorsman during an Alaskan 
tour. Probably the best fishing 
in North America is to be found 
there, not only in the ocean and 
the fast, cold mountain streams, 
but in the huge jakes that dot 
the land. For the big-game hunt- 
er, there are deer and moun- 
tain sheep and North America’s 
largest game animals, the Kodiak 
bear and the Alaska brown bear. 
There are also all kinds of bird 
shooting, and most people find 
that game and game birds are a 
welcome addition to the family 
menu. 

For the fisherman and the 
bird-shooter, there is no prob- 
lem over licenses; the Alaskan 
game laws set the nonresident 
rate quite low. But, for big 
game, nonresident licenses come 





high; however, you can wait a 


“year and get your license for big 


game at the resident rate. 


A word of warning to the 
sportsman: There are sporting- 
goods shops in Anchorage, but 
prices are high, so it is better 
to outfit yourself in the United 
States. If you drive to Alaska, 
the Canadian government will 
permit you to bring rifles and 
shotguns into Canada, but hand- 
guns are not allowed. 

Most recreation in Alaska is 
the outdoor type. Besides hunt- 
ing and fishing, there are moun- 
tain and glacier climbing for the 
adventuresome, boating during 
summer months, and skiing dur- 
ing the winter. The military in- 
stallations supply tennis courts 
and gymnasiums, as well as li- 
braries and clubs, and there is 
a sort course at Anchorage. So- 
ci among the military is 
the’'fame as on small posts in 
the United States, where every- 
body -knows and entertains each 
other. And, because Alaska is 
still frontier country, the ci- 
vilians are open and friendly. 
It is a land of neighbors. 

Almost all military people en- 
joy their Alaskan tour, and many 
of them fall in love with the 
country. For those who come 
completely under its spell, there 
are liberal homestead laws that 
make it possible to get a piece 
of Alaska all your own, for only 
the cost of living on it.during 
your tour of duty.

New Army 
Air Unit 


FORT SILL, Okla.—Fort 
Sill became the home this 
week of a new unit, the Army 
Aviation Unit Training Com- 
mand, designed to provide 
training for single rotor 
transport helicopter pilots 
and units. 


The whirlybird that is to be 
used here is the H-34 Sikorsky, a 
single rotor cargo ’coter, capable 
of carrying 3000 pounds or 14 com- 
bat equipped troops. 

According to Lt. Col. Charles 
Ernest, commanding officer of the 
outfit, there are only two com- 
mands of this type in the Army — 
at Sill and Fort Riley, Kan. The 
latter post is devoted to the same 
program of instruction on the H-21 
twin-rotor Piasecki. 

The first two choppers arrived 
here last April direct from the Si- 
korsky plant in Bridgeport, Conn. 
By the end of August, all aircraft

and actual training fully under- 
way.

THE COMMAND’S mission here 
has three functions. One is to 
conduct a_ four-week transition 
course which will train “qualified 
cargo helicopter pilots in the flight 
technique of the new H-34’s. In 
conjunction with this, new grad- 
uates from the Army Aviation 
School at Camp Rucker, Ala., who 
have had utility ‘copter training, 
will receive an eight-week flight 
course with the H-34 and then be 
shipped out as replacements to 
other units in the Army. 

The second mission will be to 
train pilots, who will come here 
in whole aviation companies, in 
transition and tactics-with the H-34. 

. im % 


THE THIRD FUNCTION will be 
fo organize and equip new heli- 
copter companies here. These 
companies will receive recent cargo 
graduates from AAS at Camp Ruck- 
er. The pilots will be instructed 
with advanced and tactical train- 
ing in the H-34, and then, in com- 
pany strength, undergo 18 weeks 
of instruction and five weeks of 
field exercises and maneuvers 
which will prepare them for com- 
bat readiness. 

At the end of the course, the 
pilots will leave Sill as a company. 
A new unit will then be desig- 
nated here to replace the departed 
one and the cycle begins anew. 

Each company will be equipped 
with 21 H-34’s. Three companies 
will be here at all times, with an 
anticipated peak load of six in 
residence undergoing training. 
Personnel for each unit will con- 
sist of 35 warrant officers, nine of- 
ficers and 97 enlistéd men.

The Civil Service Commission has announced that until 





Sept. 1 indefinite employees seek- 
ing career-conditional status can 
_ apply for either one or two closed 
examinations . previously denied 
them because of maximum age 
limits. 

As of July 1, all such maximum 
age limits were lifted, thus paving 
the way for greater job security 
for many older federal workers. 

Under the original terms of the 
career-conditional program which 
began last January, indefinite em- 
ployees who had not been ap 
pointed to their jobs from a list 
of eligibles were given until June 
30 to apply for no more than two 
examinations closed to the general 
public. 

However, some indefinites didn’t 
file fo rexaminations because reg- 
ulations said they were too old. 
But the gates are open now and 
they'll get another chance. 


BETTER THINGS are in store, 
also, for some 250,000 retired Civil 
Service workers all over the coun- 
try. Chances of an increase in their 
retirement benefits this year are 
getting better all the time, but 
still are far from certain. 

Unlike retired military people, 
who automatically get increased 
benefits whenever active duty serv- 
ieemen are granted a pay hike, the 
retired federal workers got nothing 
when the pay of government classi- 
fied employees was raised. 

Several bills to grant a retired 
pay hike this year have been in- 
troduced, including one by Chair- 
man Olin Johnson, (D., S. C.) of 
the Senate Post Offiee and Civil 
Service Committee. 

His proposal would boost federal 
workers’ annuities by one third or 
by $360 per year, whichever is 
smaller. A similar bill was intro- 
duced in the House by Rep. Joel 
Broyhill, (R., Va.).

FEDERAL employees who held 
government “blue collar” jobs dur- 
ing World War II are entitled to 
extra pay for work they performed 





on holidays during that period, the 


U. S. Court of ‘Claims. ruled here 
last week. 

During’ the war, it was the gov- 
ernment’s policy to pay only 
“straight” time for holiday work. 
At the same time, employees who 
did not work on holidays also re 
ceived a full day’s pay at the nor- 
mal rate. 

Most such workers were em- 
ployed at shipyards and other de- 
fense installations. Those who ac- 
tually performed holiday work— 
and who got no more than others 
who took off on holidays—felt 
they- should have gotten double- 
time, 

The AFL Government Employees 
Council and AFL Metal Trades 
Council agreed. And so last week, 
by a 4+to-l vote, did the Claims 
Court. 

The only hitch is that many em- 
ployees who did not file claims 
for back holidays may now be pre- 
vented from doing so by the statute 
of limitations. The AFL employee 
groups are going to work on that 
one, too. 





Frankford Arsenal 
Closed for Repairs 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa. — Frank- 
ford Arsenal is closed for a two- 
week period to allow employees to 
take annual ‘eave and to permit 
needed maintenance and repair in 
the building and shops, it has been 
announced by Brig. Gen, Joseph 
M. Colby. 

During the shutdown period, a 
limited staff will be on duty in 
all divisions to handle urgent bus- 
iness and insure continuous opera- 
tions where necessary. The electri- 
cal and mechanical engineers and 
tke fire protection forces will work 
at full strength to accomplish work 
which can be performed more ef- 
ficiently and economicatly during 
a shutdown. 

This is the second year since the 
end of the Korean war that the 
Arsenal has elosed. Normal oper- 
ations will be resumed Sunday, 
Aug. 7. 





Engineers Find New Uses 
For War Il Searchlights 


FORT BELVOIR, Va. — The old} 
60-inch searchlight of War II has 
been adapted for a new role by 
the Illumination Section of the 


Corps of Engineers’ Research and 
Development Laboratories. 

Supplanted by radar for aircraft 
detection, it has been transformed 
into a self-contained mobile unit 
to supply battlefield illumination 
or “artificial moonlight” for com- 
bat operations. 

Originally designed for transport 
in two trailers towed by a pair of 
2%-ton trucks, the entire unit has 
been mounted on a signle truck of 
the same size. The old method of 
transporting the unit was adequate 
for anti-aircraft wnits emplaced in 
rear areas, sometimes at the same 
location for days. 

Mounting the entire unit on one 
truck, however, became necessary 
to permit the rapid and frequent 
movement required for frontline 





battlefield illumination. 


The new truck is. equipped 
with sides which can be let down 
to form a platform for the operator. 
The engime generator set which 
powers the unit is mounted directly 
behind the cab of the truck. 

Army units achieved much suc- 
cess in Korea by locating the 
searchlights five to 10 thousand 
yards behind the area they wanted 
illuminated and directing the 
beams at a low elevation. 

Light, scattered from the beams, 
provided illumination equivalent 
to an almost full moon over an 
area 800 yards wide and 1500 yards 
long. Greater width ‘but less il- 
lumination was obtained when they 
defocused the beam. 

Since it is directional and can be 
controled, the light gives our com- 
bat troops a considerable advantage 
over the enemy. 

Searchlights can also be used to 
illuminate job sites and rear area 
installations, They may also serve 
as beacons.

Prerequisites for various Army 
courses are contained in the Army 
school catalogue.

Publication of this directive does 
not mean that no draftees will get 
schooling in subjects covered by 
the long-term courses.

SPECIALISTS as defined in AR 
611-210—that is, men whose civil- 
ian occupation or profession gives 
them special skills of value to the 
Army—may be sent to the schools. 
But when this happens, they will 
get “short courses” which take into 
account the previous training so 
that in no case will the course of 
training be longer than 16 weeks. 

Unaffected by the message, ap- 
parently, are men identified in AR

The message points out that time

No Plane Repairs Too Hard 
For Army Maintenance Crew 


FORT EUSTIS, Va.—The con- 
stantly growing importance of avia- 
tion has become apparent in many 
ways, but one of the most impres- 
sive of these is the formation of 
an entirely new type of military 
unit to deal with the maintenance 
and supply problems. 

Born of the growing demand for 
skilled maintenance brought on by 
steady increasing numbers of mili- 
tary aircraft, the 582d Army Air- 
craft Heavy Maint. and Supply Co., 
the first unit of this type was acti- 
vated at Fort Eustis and is still in 
operation here. 

The 582d is composed of officers 
and men who have successfully un- 
dergone some of the Army’s most 
intensive technical training. Many 
of them received their training at 
Fort Eustis’ Transportation School, 
here, completing aircraft mainte- 
nance courses before their assign- 
ment to the 562d. 

* * 

THE MISSION OF THESE spe- 
cialists is the performance of 
maintenance jobs which are too 
heavy or complex to be handled 
by the agencies which actually op- 
erate the aircraft. Such jobs usual- 
ly include extensive repairs or re- 
placement of one or more of the 
major “component parts” of an air- 
plane. 

A heavy maintenance company 
such as the 582d usually functions 
in support of three Transportation 
Aviation Maintenance Cos.—units 
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which are trained and equipped 
to handle light or minor repairs. 
Each of these smaiier units nor- 
mally services about 300 aircraft, 
a number which runs the heavy 
maintenance company’s responsi- 
bility to approximately. 900 planes. 

Equipped to handle both heli- 

copters and fixed-wing aircraft, the 
heavy maintenance company can 
perform complex repair jobs on 
any type of the Army’s flying 
equipment. 

To avoid depleting the strength 
of organizations which are air- 
craft, the heavy maintenance 
company keeps 90 planes of as- 
sorted types (10 percent of its 
maintenance responsibility) in 
storage at all times. Thus the 
using agency brings in a craft 
in need of repair and flies away 
in a completely serviceable ship 
of the same type, with no delay 
for servicing. 

The company itself is divided 
into three basic groups—mainte- 
nance, supply, and shop.
